for Prof. Roth on First Ballot.

School Directors of Adams 


County met iii convention on Tuesday 
morning to elect a County Superin- 
tendent for the next three years. Tha 
rain on Monday evening resulted iu a 
large attendance from 
the country 


districts aud upon roll call 190 direc- 
tors of the 210 in the county were 
present and before the balloting was 
finished several came in. 


At 10.30 Superintendent H. Milton 


Roth called the convention to order 
and read the announcement as adver- 
tised in the papers, that the business 
of the convention was to select viva 
voce by a majority of the whole num- 
ber ot directors present, one person of 
literary and scientific acquirements, 
and skill and experience in the art of 
teaching as county superintendent for 
the three succeeding years. 


At the close ot the announcement 


Prof. Roth asked for nominations for 
president of the convention and the 
Hon. 
Charles L. Longsdorf of Bigler- 


ville was nominated. A motion im- 
mediately followed that nominations 
close and this carrying, a motion pre- 
vailed that Mr. Longsdorf be elected 
by acclamation. 


Geo D. Sheely of Oxford township, 


aud D. H. Coleman of Gettysburg were 
appointed to escort the president to 
the chair and Mr. Longsdorf on tak- 
ing the chair briefly thanked the con- 
vention for the honor conferred on 
him and asked for nominations for 
vice presidents.

J 
am thus satisfied that no injury came 
from the application, in which T used 
the strong lime-sulfur solution, made 
to the hydrometer test of 1.03, which 
is the strength, now generally recom- 
mended for scale. Spraying wirh this 
material, even wh^u in bluom. will 
not injure bees because it contains no 
arsenical poison, and the bees will 
not take up the lime-sulfur liquid..

MUCH CONSIDERATION 


interesting Baseball Statistic* and 


Information about the National 


Game. 


Hugh S. Fullerton. the baseball ex- 


pert,'writes ou base stealing in the 
May AMEKICAN MAGAZINE. He in- 
cludes the following interesting statis- 
tics : 
"lu the average seasons of the two 


major leagues-the American ami the 
National -89,156 face the pitchers. Of 
these 27,058 reach first base—19,154 of 
them ou safe hits, 1,803 on errors that 
permit them to achieve the first uioety 
feet, f>45 by beiug hit by pitched balls 
and 5,956 ou bases on balls. These 
figures are !he avernge* *>f tlie two 
leagues for five seasons. Of the 27,058 
who reach tirst base, 17,138 arrive at 
second, 12,822 at third and 8,272 score. 


"Yet the average uumber of stolen 


bases in the I,2o2 games of the two 
eeasous of the lunjor leagues is 2.744. 
That is, out of 35.988 opportunities to 
steal bases, only 2,744 are improved. 
Uue runner iu twenty steals a base 


"The figures appear to prove that 


the pitchers and catchers have acquire I 
a mastery over the runners. The truth 
is that the cause of the degeneracy of 
the art of base running is twofold ; 
first, the hit-and-run play and the 
sacrifice, and second, the tendency to- 
ward stereotyped playing. Of 
the 


2,744 pilferiugs 1,951 are of second 
base, 774 of third and 19 from third to 
the final goal." 


The Game of Games. 


A graphic description of the expe- 


riences of baseball players and their 
methods of play appears in THE 
WORLD TODAY for May. The writer, 
Harvey L. Larnbe, thus describes "in 
side ball" : 


You go to a game and shout your- 


self hoarse. 


"Hit it out, you, you 'bouehead ! 


What yer standing therefor? Think 
this is a pink tea? They're all per- 
fectly good—hit'em !" And the play- 
er at the plate, bearing, longs to obey 
—for all players love to hit—yet holds 
himself iu. 


"Make him give you three balls. 


Then hit !" are his orders from the 
bench, from the baseball general or- 
dentiK the game. A man is on third. 
There is but one out. Hits have been 
few and far between. But a lone fly 
will score the man. How get a long 
fly? By meeting one which "cuts the 
heart of the plate" square and fair. 
How get the pitcher to serve such a 
ball ? By "working" him until three 
balls have been called, when the 
fourth ball must come over the plate, 
or the batter be given a pass, Hence 
the orders. If they go wrong, if the 
pitcher 
succeeds in getting 
three 


strikes across before three balls, the 
batter strikes out, and a groan goes up 
from the crowd. But the batter knows 
and the pitcher knows, and the team 
knows, and the players on the bench 
know, that the man at the plate struck 
out because he was obeying orders. 
That's inside ball, too, another angle !
